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LOOKS TO CHEMISTS 


TO CURE ROAD ILLS: 


Seeks to Convert Clay, 


Surfaces Into More 
Solid Material 
EW YORK CITY, Oct. 
13.—Change in the whole 
art of road building and enor- 


mous savings in money are 
possible through chemistry, 
Charles N. Upham, director 
of the Highway Research 


Board of the State Highway 


Commission, Raleigh, N. C., 
declares in a report to the 
American Chemical Society. 


“Probably one of the reasons why 
no greater advance in road construc- 
tion has been made is because the 
chemical engineer has taken no 
greater active part in this industry,” 
Mr. Upham says. “Up to the present 
most of the research undertaken has 
been physical. 

“Undoubtedly the greatest discov- 
ery that could be made would be 
a method whereby it would be pos- 
sible chemically to change the local 
clay materials in such a manner as 
to have character more nearly re- 
sembling the sands. 

“Today 500,000 miles of primary 
roads of the country are fast being 
covered by satisfactory pavements— 


pavements that can meet the de- 
mands of present day traffic—but 
they are being constructed and 


maintained at great cost. 

“Besides this primary system the re 
is still nearly six times the leag 
or nearly 3,000,000 miles of 
that is left to be improved. 
traffic on this large mileage of un- 
improved road does not justify the 
construction of the expensive pave- 
ments that are being laid on the 
primary routes. Therefore. a low 
cost payment that will satisfactorily 
take care of a reasonable amount of 
traffic must be provided. 

“I know of no greater service that 
the chemist can render than to fur- 
nish means so as to make it possible 
to treat clay in such a way as to 
change the nature of it so that it 
can be drained, and reduce to 
minimum the volumetric changes 
when subjected to various amounts 
of moisture and increase the bear- | 
ing vaiue under moist condition and 
render it into a material that could 
be shaped and maintained by road 
machines. 

“Such a discovery would be wel- | 
come by all states in the Union and | 
could immediately be utilized on 
that large mileage of unimproved | 
reads which must take care of a 
large percentage of our present day 
traffic and which in a very short 
time will serve as primary roads of 
the country. 

“It would almost immediately 
create savings that would amount 
into the millions of dollars and al- 
most immediately change the whole 
art of road building.”

supply. The far-flung boundaries of this country enable the 
home production of most of the important raw materials 
used in industry. About the only exception are products 
requiring a tropical climate for their growth. 


Such a raw material, of prime importance in the com-} 


mercial life of today, is rubber. Up to the present time it 
has not been found possible to grow rubber in important 
quantities in the United States. Experiments are proceeding 
to make this possible, but at the moment it is not possible to 
produce anything like the quantity of rubber needed by our 
manufacturers within the boundaries of the country. 

Just how dangerous such a situation may be was 
demonstrated two years ago when the British govern- 
ment placed restrictions on the growing and exporta- . 
tion of rubber from the British colonies. So far we have 
managed to meet the situation, but the danger of having 
an important raw material controlled by a foreign 
nation has been patent to the most unseeing. 

As soon as the import of the British restriction became 
apparent, Harvey Firestone announced that his company 
would begin the cultivation of rubber on an important scale 
in Liberia, an African country outside the pale of British 
domination. The Firestone plantations are now in process 
of development and their eventual maturity will assure this 
tire manufacturer a supply of raw material presumably free 
from the danger of foreign restriction. 

And now Henry Ford has embarked on a rubber 
growing venture in Brazil, which is obviously intended 
eventually to free his company from the fear of cutting 
off of this basic raw material. Henry Ford, Edsel Ford 
and other members of the Ford organization have 
formed a company, the Companhia Ford Expansao 
Industriale de Brazil, with a capital of $1,000,000, and 
have obtained a concession of between 3,000,000 and 
4,000,000 acres of land in the Amazon valley. 

Operations are to start at once and a certain acreage 
of land is to be planted every year until the huge tract is fully 
developed. Mr. Ford is going at the task in his usual thor- 
oughgoing manner. Settlements are to be established. Sani- 
tation is to be given the utmost attention, in order to combat 
the usual tropical diseases that afflict settlers in equatorial] 
regions. Eventually the Ford plantations will furnish a huge 
quantity of crude rubber. Behind this announcement lies 
the basic fact that Henry Ford is following the tendency of 
American industry and is protecting his supply of raw 
materials from being interfered with by foreign govern- 
mental restriction.

“Will the advent of the new car 
stimulate sales (and, in consequence, 
prodtiztion) by removing the uncer- 
tainty and curiosity supposed to ex- 
ist in buyers’ minds? And, of more 
far-reaching importance, does the 
departure of Ford from the field of 
producing utility alone into the field 
of catering to esthetic tastes of buy- 
ers presage an automotive war of 
great Proportions in the lower-price 
ranges? 

“While there is a possibility that 
curiosity may be dulled by too 
long delay in its gratification, 
there is still a material amount of 
deferred buying waiting upon the 
Ford appearance. His delay to 
some extent has turned the atten- 
tion of buyers to low-priced cars 
of other makes, but the loss in 
Ford production has not been fully 
made up by gains elsewhere. Dur- 
ing the first eight months of 19°%, 
the production of new Ford cars 
declined about 750,000 units com- 
pared withthe same period of 
1926, while production of other 
makes gained between 250,000 and 
300,000 units. 

“The seeds of probable conflict in 
the automobile industry lie both 
the changed relations ef Ford to the
